PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Hoddesdon  for  the  year  ending  31st.  December  1970. 

A study  of  death  certificates  may  seem  a strange  way  to  assess  and 
attempt  to  improve  the  health  of  a population.  Yet  these  certificates  do 

indicate  the  main  causes  of  preventable  death.  The  figures  for  this  area 

are  in  line  with  national  figures. 

Accidental  deaths  are  the  commonest  cause  of  death  in  people  under 
AC  years.  After  this  age,  the  accidental  death  rate  falls  only  a little, 
but  death  rates  due  to  other  causes  increase.  During  the  year,  nine 
people  from  Hoddesdon  Urban  District  died  in  road  traffic  accidents. 
Considering  our  population,  this  is  higher  than  the  County  average.  Of  all 
deaths  involving  vehicle  passengers  and  drivers,  about  two  thirds  are  due  to 
striking  lorries,  and  one  in  seven  of  these  to  striking  the  back  of  a 
stationary  lorry. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  constant  vigilance  is  necessary  for  survival. 
Fatigue,  hunger,  thirst,  worry  and  anger  are  all  likely  to  reduce  a driver's 
attention  and  also  a passenger's  attention. 

Rather  fewer  patients  than  usual  (five  people)  died  from  Cancer  of  the 
Bronchus  (Lung).  Generally,  this  condition  is  responsible  for  about  10% 
of  all  deaths  in  men.  Cancer  of  the  Bronchus  is  associated  with  cigarette 
smoking.  Those  who  smoke  20  cigarettes  daily  run  a risk  that  is  about 
seven  times  higher  than  those  who  smoke  under  five  a day.  40  cigarettes  a 
day  increases  the  risk  to  nearly  20  times.  Those  who  develop  Bronchitis 
appear  to  have  a higher  risk  than  those  who  do  not. 

I would  never  wish  to  advise  an  adult  to  stop  smoking.  That  is  his 
choice.  If  someone  is  going  to  play  Russian  roulette  however,  he  should 
know  how  many  chambers  in  the  revolver  are  loaded. 

I know  only  one  way  to  stop  smoking.  On  Saturday  morning  you  put  the 
cigarette  money  in  a drawer.  You  say  "By  Friday  night,  I shall  have  burnt 
all  that".  You  spend  what  you  like,  and  put  the  savings  into  a jar.  At 
the  end  of  the  month  you  enjoy  yourself  on  the  proceeds. 

If  a person  stops  smoking  he  improves  his  chances  of  avoiding  Lang 
Cancer.  After  eight  years  he  is  back  among  the  non-smokers. 
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PREFACE  ( coni' d) 

Atmospheric  pollution  does  play  a part  in  some  areas,  but  the  atmosphere 
in  Hoddesdon  is  normally  clean. 

Population 

The  population  in  the  area  continues  to  grow.  It  is  now  23,400  and  this 
growth  is  largely  due  to  migration  into  the  area. 

Notified  Communicable  Disease 

During  the  past  year  these  have  not  presented  a problem.  In  this  area 
the  vast  majority  of  infants  are  being  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus.  It  is  easy  to  forget  that  only  a few  years  ago,  one  child 
in  ten  often  contracted  Whooping  Cough  by  the  time  he  was  one  year  old. 
Whooping  Cough  may  still  follow  immunisation  but  it  is  a mild  disease, 
sometimes  caused  by  a virus. 

Staffing  in  East  H erts 

After  a long  career  in  Public  Health,  Dr.  Gordon  Frizelle  retired  on  the 
31st.  October  1970,  from  his  position  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  East  Herts 
Combined  Districts  and  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  East  Hertfordshire.  He  was 
widely  appreciated,  not  only  for  his  wise  counsel  but  also  for  his  personal 
friendship. 

Dr.  John  Earle  succeeded  him  as  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  and  the  appointment  was  confirmed  in  January  1971. 

Public  Health  Department  Staffing 

Mr.  D.Jo  Str eight  left  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  the  London  Borough 
of  Haringey  in  September  1970,  and  Mr.  P„  Baxter,  Student  Public  Health 
Inspector  with  Hoddesdon  since  August  1967  > was  appointed  as  Public  Health 
Assistant  in  September  1970. 

Dr.  Frizelle  often  told  me  how  grateful  he  was  for  the  way  the  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  went  about  their  work.  I too,  am  grateful  for 
their  efforts . 

There  is  an  old  saying  that  a man  is  only  as  good  as  his  Secretary. 

Mrs.  Guest  has  been  an  invaluable  and  cheerful  guide  to  me  during  my 
appointment  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  record  my  appreciation  of  her 
work. 

I should  also  like  to  thank  all  the  Chief  Officers  for  the  help  they 
have  given  to  me  and  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  Council, 
and  their  Chairmen,  for  their  continued  interest  in  Public  Health  matters.

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GFNlUAL  STATISTICS 


The  total  mid-year  population  for  1970  was  23,400  compared  with  a figure  of 
22,090  in  19c9.  The  natural  increase  in  the  population  was  228  (266  in  1969) 
while  the  inward  migration  was  1,032  (624  in  1969).  This  shows  a small  increase 
in  the  number  of  births  over  deaths  and  a continuing  gain  in  the  number  of 
persons  who  have  elected  to  come  to  live  in  the  Hoddesdon  area. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  from  7,513  to  8,112  while  the 
number  of  houses  per  acre  rose  from  I.69  to  1.83.  The  number  of  persons  per 
acre  increased  from  4.98  to  5o28,  while  the  number  of  persons  per  house  decreased 
very  slightly  to  2,68  from  2.94 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

During  the  year  there  were  533  live  births  and  8 stillbirths.  (in  1969 
439  live  births  and  4 stillbirths).  The  live  birth  rate  was  2208  per  1,000 
population.  The  stillbirth  rate  was  15  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths. 
There  were  8 deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  (7  legitimate  and 
1 illegitimate)  giving  a rate  of  15  per  1,000  live  births.  The  Infant  mortality 
rate  (illegitimate  infants)  appears  to  be  twice  the  national  average,  whereas  in 
fact,  it  refers  to  the  death  of  the  one  illegitimate  infant. 

DEATHS  '3:  CAUSKS  OF  DEATH 

The  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  was  204.  This  represents  a crude 
death  rate  of  8.7  per  1,000  population. 

Heart  disease  - mainly  following  disease  of  the  coronary  arteries  - was 
responsible  for  the  largest  number  of  deaths.  Heart  disease  is  associated  with 
a number  of  factors,  including  under-exercising,  smoking  and  being  over-weight. 
There  is  considerable  circumstantial  evidence  that  regular  exercise,  a normal 
weight,  and  avoidance  of  3moking,  will  all  tend  to  protect  people  against  heart 
disease;  but  as  yet  there  is  no  absolute  proof  on  this  point. 

Cancer  - a few  forms  of  Cancer  will  kill  patients  regardless  of  treatment. 
Mercifully,  these  are  only  a few,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  many  patients 
suffering  from  Cancer  can  be  treated  successfully  if  they  are  treated  early. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

68  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  1970,  the  majority  occurring 
during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  The  1969  figure  was  22. 

Dysentery 

One  small  boy  of  6 years  was  unfortunate  enough  to  develop  Measles  at  the 
time  he  was  found  to  have  Dysentery  (Shigella  Flexneri)  but  he  'was  quickly  cleared 

of  the  infection. 

A family,  consisting  of  the  Mother  and  four  children,  moved  into  the  district 
in  January,  to  join  the  Father  already  working  in  Hoddesdon.  On  arrival 
information  was  received  that  several  of  them  were  suffering  from  Sonne  Dysentery. 
Three  children  were  excluded  from  school.  Specimens  were  taken  from  the  whole 
family  until  they  were  proved  free  from  infection. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (cont'd) 

Salmonella  Food  Poisoning 

7 people  resident  in  the  district  were  notified  during  the  year 
(5  by  this  district  and  2 by  the  Authority  in  which  the  hospital  to  which 
they  were  admitted,  was  situated).  In  3 of  these  cases  the  causes  were 
unknown.  Two  cases  followed  a holiday  at  a Holiday  Camp  in  this  country, 
and  two  followed  a holiday  in  Minorca.  All  of  these  cases  were  followed 
up  until  they  were  clear  of  the  infection. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  45  patients  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Register.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  51  cases  - 6 new  cases  (2  male 
and  4 female)  having  been  registered.  These  new  cases  are  completely 
individual,  with  ages  ranging  from  under  5 years  to  over  65  years. 

Mass  X-Ray  Unit 

There  is  a policy  aimed  at  reduction  of  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Services.  This  is  based  on  the  idea  that  the  Service  was  discovering  few 
new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  Service  has  an  additional  value. 

A negative  X-Ray  showing  normal  lungs , is  of  considerable  value  when 
appointing  people,  such  as  teachers,  or  when  ensuring  that  an  infection  has 
in  fact,  cleared  up. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948-51 

No  action  was  required  under  Section  47  of  these  Acts  during  the  year. 
(This  Section  is  concerned  with  the  removal  to  hospital  or  other 
accommodation  of  persons  who  are  in  Urgent  Need  of  Care  and  Attention,  when 
they  are  unwilling  to  go). 


WORKROOMS  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

The  Organizer,  Mrs.  I.D.  Harnett,  reports  that  the  members  are 
meeting  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings,  between  10  and  12  o'clock,  at  the 
North  Road  Institute,  Hoddesdon.  They  have  now  joined  the  Fellowship  of 
Endeavour  (Headquarters,  Drayton  House,  Gordon  Street,  London. W.C.l)  and  this 
Association  is  co-ordinating  all  the  VtTorkshops.  The  Fellowship  would  help 
to  get  work  for  the  Workshops  if  it  was  necessary. 

The  Hoddesdon  Workshops  are  running  satisfactorily  although  they  are  not 
in  such  a good  financial  position  as  last  year,  partly  because  the  work  done 
has  been  less  remunerative.  They  are  grateful  for  the  £100  received  from  the 
Hoddesdon  Urban  District  Council,  which  is  a great  help. 

although  some  members  have  left  owing  to  age  and  ill-health, new  members 
are  joining,  and  the  number  attending  remains  at  between  22  and  24,  10  to  12 
of  whom  are  over  the  age  of  80  years  (5  being  over  85  years). 

The  YvTorkrooms  continue  to  be  of  great  value  to  the  elderly,  and  their 
enthusiasm  and  enjoyment  in  being  able  to  attend  is  maintained  year  by  year. 
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HOME  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 


The  Committee  continued  to  meet  during  the  year.  The  Chairman  was 
Councillor  H.C.  Waller,  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  Scott,  and  the  Safety  Officer 
Mrs.A.C.  Crozier. 

Area  9 Home  Safety  Committee  meetings  were  attended  by  Mr.  Scott  and 
Mrs.  Crozier.  Mrs.  Crozier  also  attended  the  National  Home  Safety  Congress 
held  in  London  in  October. 

A number  of  complaints  on  gas  conversion  were  received  and  passed  on  to 
the  G-as  Board.  A Gas  Board  Representative  said  that  in  an  operation  of  this 
size  there  was  bound  to  be  certain  difficulties,  and  it  was  hoped  that  all 
complaints  would  be  put  right. 

Details  of  a complaint  about  an  Unsafe  Cot  were  passed  through  RoSPA  to 
the  Home  Office. 

A Firework  Publicity  Campaign  was  launched,  leaflets  being  distributed 
to  school-children.  The  Fire  and  Ambulance  Services  were  not  called  in  the 
Urban  District. 

Town  Show.  Publicity  material  was  on  display  at  the  Hoddesdon  Town  Show. 
The  Herts.  Fire  Brigade  manned  their  own  exhibition.  Publicity  material  on 

Gas  Conversion  was  also  distributed. 


MEDICAL  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  LONG-STAY  IMMIGRANTS 


From  the  notifications  received  in  this  office  14  immigrants  arrived  in 
the  district,  as  compared  with  a total  of  10  last  year,  and  came  from  the 
following  countries  : -

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Mains  Supply 

This  district  is  witnin  the  Statutory  Area  of  supply  of  the 
Metropolitan  Water  Board*  All  properties  have  an  internal  supply  from  the 
Board’s  mains,  except  for  a small  number  referred  to  below* 

No  complaints  of  the  inadequacy  or  poor  pressure  of  the  public  supply 
were  received  by  this  Department  during  the  year. 


The  Director  of  Water  Examination  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  has 
kindly  supplied  for  the  Annual  Report,  the  following  information  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  the  Board’s  supply:- 

1*  a)  The  supply  was  satisfactory  both  as  to  (i)  quality,  and  (ii) 
quantity  throughout  1970. 

b)  All  new  and  repaired  mains  are  disinfected  v/ith  chlorine. 

After  a pre-deterrnined  period  of  contact  the  pipes  are  flushed 
out  and  refilled;  samples  of  water  are  then  collected  from 
these  treated  mains,  and  the  mains  are  returned  to  service 
only  after  the  analytical  results  are  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  quality  control  from  these  laboratories  is  carried  out  by 
means  of  daily  sampling  from  sources  of  supply,  from  the 
treatment  works  or  well  stations,  from  the  distribution  system, 
and  through  to  the  consumer*  Any  sign  of  contamination  or  any 
other  abnormality  is  immediately  investigated* 

No  houses  were  permanently  supplied  by  standpipe* 

c)  No  artificial  fluoride  was  added,  and  where  the  fluoride  content 
is  indicated  in  the  analyses  it  represents  the  naturally 
occurring  fluoride  in  the  water* 

2.  a)  The  supply  was  derived  from  the  following  w'orks  and  pumping 
stations! - 


Well  water  from  Rye  Common  and  Broxbourne  pumping  station. 

No  new  sources  of  supply  were  instituted,  and  there  were  no 
changes  in  the  general  scheme  of  supply  in  the  area* 

b)  On  account  of  their  hardness  content  and  alkaline  reaction  the 
Board' s river  and  well  water  supplies  are  shown  to  be  not 
plunibo-colvent*  It  should,  however,  be  appreciated  that  all 
types  of  water  pick  up  varying  amounts  of  metal  from  the  material 
of  wpfe-r  upping  particularly  when  it  is  newly  installed;  this 
applies  to  copper,  zinc,  iron  and  also  to  lead.

Drinking  water  supplies  for  some  blocks  of  flats  in  the  area  and  the 
larger,  more  recently  constructed  schools  are  provided  in  the  form  of  large 
storage  cisterns. 

A survey  was  carried  out  of  all  these  supplies  and  it  was  found  that  the 
majority  of  the  tanks  were  not  covered  or  insulated  satisfactorily  and  overflows 
were  not  protected  from  insects,  small  animals,  dust  or  other  extraneous 
matter  which  could  enter  and  contaminate  the  supply. 

In  addition  it  was  found  that  in  the  school  premises,  the  storage  tanks 
were  not  always  emptied  during  the  school  holidays,  and  after  these  prolonged 
periods,  the  water  became  most  unpalatable. 

Consultations  were  held  with  the  Herts.  County  Council,  as  the  local 
education  authority  and  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board,  as  a result  of  which 
some  improvement  was  achieved.

Frivate  Supplies 

There  are.  approximately  26  properties  in  the  Urban  District  still 
connected  to  private  water  supplies,  including  10  industrial  premises. 

Twenty-seven  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Unsatisfactory  results  v/ere  recorded  in 
samples  from  three  premises  and  subsequent  samples  in  all  cases  were 
unsatisfactory.  The  occupiers  were  advised  to  consider  the  installation 
of  a biological  filter  but  in  the  meantime  to  boil  all  drinking  water. 


SEV.ERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


Sewage  purification  and  disposal  are  under takem  at  the  Rye  Mead 
Sewage  Works  after  being  pumped  through  a series  of  pumping  stations. 

In  the  more  remote  and  thinly  developed  areas  of  the  town,  where 
sewers  are  net  available,  there  are  approximately  180  cesspools  and 
septic  tanks.  The  Council  provide  a free  emptying  service  twice  a 
year  at  these  installations.

During  the  year,  an  increased  number  of  complaints  v/ere  received  from 
residents;  all  of  these  were  fully  investigated  with  the  utmost  co-operation 
from  the  factories  concerned.

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  i960 

All  proposals  for  the  provision  of  new  premises,  or  for  alterations 
to  existing  premises  where  food  is  to  be  stored,  sold  or  manufactured,  are 
scrutinised  in  order  to  ensure  that  such  premises  will  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Discussions  and  consultations 
with  architects,  surveyors,  builders  and  representatives  in  advance  of 
construction,  invariably  result  in  agreement  on  the  necessary  requirements 
being  incorporated. 
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FOOD  MIL  DRUGS  ACT,  1955  - (Contd.) 


Routine  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises  during  the  year  and 
any  infringements  of  the  Regulations  were  pointed  out  to  those  concerned 
to  ensure  compliance,. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  occupiers  of  a Pried  Pish  and 
Take-Away  Chinese  Pood  shop  for  infringements  of  the  above  Regulations* 
Pines  totalling  £30  were  imposed  for  3 offences  under  the  Regulations, 
plus  £41  Council's  costs. 

A second  case  where  proceedings  were  taken  against  a manufacturer  of 
sausages  resulted  in  a fine  of  £25  plus  £3  costs  following  a complaint 
that  a metal  clip  had  been  found  in  a sausage. 

A local  bakery  was  also  prosecuted  for  selling  a salad  roll  which  was 
found  to  contain  a fly,  and  a fine  of  £20  plus  £10  costs  was  imposed.
